WORK OF PICTURE SHOWS 
Child Tries Blackmail—Pinned De- 
mand for $50 to Her Father’s Door 

Ethel Allen, 12 years old, who lives 
with her parents, told Justice Wyatt 
in the New York Children’s \Court 
yesterday that she had twice set fire to 
the house in which they live and that 
she was also the author of a threaten- 
ing letter which her father recieved 
the day following the last fire. 

Last Monday morning about 11 
o'clock Ethel told her mother that she 
had just put out a blaze she had found 
in a pile of papers on the stairs On 
‘Tuesday a similar. fire was discovered 
On a stairway and the janitor put it 
out.” On Wednesday Ethel’s father 
found this note pinned to the door— 

“Tam short of money. Fifty dollars 
is the least that will satisfy me If 1 
don't get it ] will burn the house 
down and get your daughter, Put the 
money under the mat in the first floor 
hall tomorrow night at 8 o’clock.” 

Not Signed 

There was no signature. ‘The note 
was scrawled on both sides of a small 
piece of paper. Much of it was almost 
iNegible, The painstaking care shown 
in some of the letters, especially the 
w’s, m's, and n’s, led Detective Brown 
of the Bronx deetective burean to be- 
lieve that the note was written by a 
child. When he found out that Ethel 
had discovered the first fire he had a 
talk with her, 

She wrote a few lines at his dicta- 
tion, The writing resembled that of 
the note found pinned to the door. 
After a little questioning Ethel told 
Brown that she had written the note 
and set the fire. She got the notion, 
she said, from some of the plays she 
had seen at moving picture shows. She 
spent Wednesday night in the rooms 
of the Gerry Society, and was arraign- 
ed before Justice Wyatt in the Chil- 
dren's Court yesterday 

Why She Did It. 

“Why did you do this?” Justice 
Wyatt asked her. “It endangered 
the lives of a great many people.” 

“Well,” said Ethel, rather faintly, ‘f 
had been to a good many moving pic- 
ture shows and in all of them ‘there 
was a girl who was very brave and--" 

“And you thought you would set 
some fires and put them out and get a 
reputation as a hervine?* suggested 
Justice Wyatt. 

“And what about the letters?” 

“Oh, that was just a joke. 1 didn't 
mean anything by that.” 

Justice Wyatt called Gthel's father 
to the stand. He is a bricklayer. He 
said ‘that he had fraquertly taken 
Ethel to see the moving pictures. 

“Your honor,” he said, “you can’t 
go to a show in any part of the town 
that hasn't got moving pictures in it 
But I guess she won't go to any more 
in a hurry.” 

After Ethel had premised neved to 
do such things afain she was paroled 
in the care of her parents uatil August

We 
report one ci his discuurses from tho 
jjtext foregoing. He said in part:— 

Although the words of our text were 


worldly, they would;- nevertheless, be 
| oxecllent advice and very profitable to 
‘all. In a general way all civilized 
people recognize that ‘‘cleanliness is 
Inext to godliness.”’? In a general way 
ithe pure, the clean, are recognized as 


tthe beautiful. And impurity and filthi- | 


ness are detested even by the impure 


‘and the filthy. Outwardly at least we | 


are in a time when water is plentiful, 
‘when soan is cheap, and when filthi- 
ness of the flesh is almost inexcusable 
as respects the outward man. But 
cannot be 
touched, cannot be cleansed, with 
ordinary soap and water and this is 
‘undoubtedly the reason why the Lord 
‘and the anostles have nol addressed 
these words to the world. 

+ Our text tells the difference between 
ithe well-intentioned worldly person 
jand the thoroughly consecrated Chris- 
tian. The latter has heard through 
‘the Word of God certain ‘exceeding 
‘great and precious promises,’’ which 
'the well-meaning worldly class have 
mot yet heard—heard in the true sense 
lof appreciating, understanding. The 
whole civilized world, in one sense, 
thas the same Bible, the same Word 
‘of God, the same precious promises, 
'but it has not appreciated these. It 
‘thes not understood them. It has not 
‘accepted them and made them its own 
by a surrender to the Lord. ‘The 
(Church, on the contrary, is: composed 
lof those individuals who have heard 
the Lord’s promises intelligently, and 
who have accepted those promises up- 
on God’s conditions. Those promises 
‘of God constitute the power of God, 
which works in the heart. of each of 
the Church, first to will aright, and, 
isecondly, to do, to the extent of abil- 
‘ity, the Lord’s good ‘pleasure (Philip- 
ipians ii, 13). 

1 This is the class addressed in our 
text—the followers of Jesus. ‘hese 
thave heard of the grace of God—that 
it is the Divine intention to bless 
‘Adam and his race through the great 
(Mediator — the Messiah, the Christ. 
They have heard that Jesus left the 
glory with the Father and humbled 
‘himself to human nature, in order 
that he might redeem the human 
race. They have heard that the ap-

[Glory on the spirit plane, “far above 
ngels, principalities and powers and 
‘every name that is named’ (Ephe- 
lsians i, 21). 

They have heard that his Kingdom 
will prevail from sea to sca and unto 
he ends of the earth and that eventu- 
: unto him every knee shall bow

land every tongue confess allegiance 
fand obedience, and that all refusing 
thus to submit to that reign of right- 
will be destroyed from 
ighteousness will be destroyed from 
amongst the people in the Second 
Death (Act iii, 22, 23). They have 
heard that this great Kingdom wi 
not only lift up, raise up, resurrect 
{humanity from its fallen condition, 
from sin and death, but that: it: will 
jalso bring the whole carth to the 
‘condition foreshown in the ‘Garden of 
Eden, making God’s footstool glor- 
jous and every way fit to’ be the 
ternal habitation of such of the hu- 
man race as will be saved by that 
glorious Kingdom for which we pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come; thy will be 
done on earth as it is done in heav- 
nm.”

jmore—something that belongs to the

‘present time. They have heard that it 
lis the Divine purpose te select from 
lamongst mankind a “Royal Priest- 
|{hood,” to be associated with the great 
(Redeemer in his Mediatorial King- 
| dom. They have heard that a call 
||went forth to this effect eighteen cen- 
i jtaris ago, inviting, first of all, the 
{Jews who were ready and willing to 
‘\accept this very highest favor of God 
|/—joint-heirship with his Son in the 
spiritual Kingdom which is to bless 
jmankind in general by and by. They 
{have heard that to attain member- 
ship in this Royal Priesthood means 
the attainment of the character-like- 
ness of Jesus, to become copies of 
God’s dear Son ) 
This implies, as its cost, the sacri- 
fice of earthly interests. They have 
heard the message of the Lord, not, 
only inviting to the glories of the 
\Kingdom, but also informing them 
that the way to that crown of glory is 
Ja narrow and difficult one. They 
\have heard the voice of the Master, 
saying, ‘Sit down first and count the 
cost,” before you undertake such a 
consecration of your life, such a sac- 
rifice of your earthly interests. ‘‘No 
man having put his hand tothe plow 
and looking tack would be fit for the 
Kingdom” — fit for a place on the 
‘Throne as a joint-heir with Christ 
(Luke ix, 62). They heard the further 
expression of St. Paul to all who 
would become joint-heirs with Christ 
in his Kingdom assuring them that 
if_thev suffer with Christ they shall 
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(Romans viii, 29). ''

these ‘promises, dearly beloved, 

let us cleanse ourselves from all 

filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 

perfecting holiness in the fear of 

God" (II. Corinthians vii, 1.)

' We doubt not that as the Heavenly 
Father and our Lord Jesus so loved 
the world as to provide the great sac- 
rifice for sin, so St. Paul loved the 
world—and all others of God’s people 
must have a sympathetic love for the 
_ World. But when.we think of those 
| whovare dearly beloved by the Father 
and by the Son and by ‘the apostles 
and by each other, we think of the 
special class of consecrated saints who 
Scripturally are described as of no 
earthly sect or party, but as “The 
Chureh of the Firstborns. whose 
names are written in heaven. 

These are “dearly beloved” because 
they have the mind of Christ, which 
jis also the mind of the Father. Ac- 
cording to the flesh they are not. all 
jlovely or beautiful. St. Paul ,else- 
where admonishes us that amongst 
these “dearly beloved” are not many 
| great, not many wise, not many 
| noble, not many rich, but chiefly the 
| ignoble and the poor of ,this world. 
| Their riches and. their. nobility are 
not of the flesh, but of the spirit, of 
the heart, of the new will, to which 
they have been begotten of God by 
the Holy Spirit. This is surely the 

Apostle’s thought, for, in the preced- 
| ing verse, he speaks of these “dearly 

beloved” ones as ‘sons and daugh- 
ters" of the Lord, children of the A}- 
mighty—hence, begotten again of the 
| Holy Svirit—“‘new creatures in Christ 

Jesus’—(IT. Corinthians v, 17). Ah, 

how wonderful. it seems that there 

should be such a class as this in the 
world yet not. separated from the 
world, except by their new. Spirit. 

These are in the world, but not of the 
: as the Master declared. These 


have died to worldly aims and. ob- 
jects and have become alive toward 
God through the Holy Spirit and 
through the quickening influences of 
God’s exceeding‘ great and precious 
promises given unto them. God’s pur- 
pose respecting them is ihat they may 
be transferred from human nature to 
participation 


spirit nature —‘from 


with the world in the blessings com- | 


ing to it to receive instead the Di- 
vine nature, with the glory, honor 
and immortality attaching thereto, as 
‘new creatures,” 
(II. Peter i, 4.) 

Having located definitely the class 
addressed by. ‘the Apostle, ‘the 
saints’ (II. Corinthians i, 1), let us 
note how and why it is necessary 
that saints should receive such an ex- 
hortation. Why should the Apostle 
write to saints respecting the cleans- 
ing of their flesh from. filthiness? 
Could one be a gaint and yet have 
filthiness of the flesh? > 

We reply that these saints, begot- 
ten of the Holy Spirit, will not be per- 
fected as New Creatures until they ex- 
perience the “‘change”’ of the ‘‘First 
Resurrection.” Meantime. they have 
the treasure of the Divine nature, the 
Holy Spirit, the first fruits of their 
inheritance in imperfect human ho- 
dies. It is not the flesh that is be- 
gotten again by the Holy Spirit, but 
a new mind, a, new will. The will of 
the fiesh they sacrifice. They give up 
all earthly rights and ambitions and 
accept instead the will of God, the 
will of Christ, the Holy Spirit. that 
they may walk in’ newness of life. 
However, from the very beginning of 

their Christian exnerience all of these 
members of the Royal-Priesthood, in 
the present life, pass through diflicul- 
ties which arise from’ three different 
sources: 

(1) The Adversary is in opposition 
to them and: will do them all the 
harm the Lord will permit. heir 
protection is the Divine promise that 
; they will not be permitted to be tempt- 
‘ed above that they will be. able to 
bear — that the Lord will supervise 
| their interests so that with every 
{temptation there will be provided a 
‘way of escape. 

(2) They are in a world that is dark 
} with sin and selfishness, superstition 
and ignorance of God and out of har- 
,mony with his righteousness. The 
| woild and its spirit surge about them 
‘every day, from morning until night. 
| Its tides and currents seek to sweep 
jttem away from their resolutions of 
t¢t-sacrifice and loyalty to God an 
righteousness. In various ways it 
holds out to them enchanting pros- 
pects, pleasures and riches, ease and 
affluence. These have their weight, 
‘even though it be known that com- 
‘paratively few who follow the world’s 
beckoning and allurements ever re- 
‘ceive the fulfillment of the promises 

eld out to them. 

(3) The great fight of the New Crea- 
ture, his closest and most. persistent 
adversary, is his own flesh. The long- 
fings of his depraved nature cry out 
against restraints.and insist that he 
is taking an unreasonable course in 
that he undertakes to follow the Lord 
Jesus, and thus to go in an opposite 
direction from the course of the world 
and at the cost of the crucifixion, the 
mortification, of his own flesh and 
his natural preferences. 

Thus viewed every. Spirit-begotten 
Christian, is an object of sympathy 
from the Divine standpoint, and this 
should be their standpoint toward 
each other. But the world has no 
sympathy. The world sees not, neith- 
ed does it understand nor appreciate 
the exceeding great and precious pro- 
mises which lic behind the consecra- 
tion of the ‘‘saints,’? “the Church of 
the firstborns.’’? So» much the more, 
each of these brethren, ‘dearly belov- 
ed,”’ should have sympathy for each 
other, and should encourage one an- 
other, strengthen one. another, build 
one another up in the most holy 
faith, and, by all means, do. nothing 
to stumble each. other in the narrow 
way. 

The “saints” cannot fight Satan 
They can merely by their wills resist 
him_and rely upon. the promises of 


sons of the Highest 
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grace to help and to protect. The 
“saints” cannot conquer the world 
and convert it to you—that is too 
Herculean a task. God, as we have 
seen. has provided thé thousand years 
of Messiah’s reign for that purpose— 
to conquer the world, to overthrow 
sin. and to uplift the willing-and obed- 
jent of humanity. But the “saints” 
must all overcome the world in the 
sense of resisting its spirit and keep- 
ing their hearts loyal to God, loyal to 
their Covenant of consecration which 
they have made to him. The heaven- 
ly promises with the still greater re- 
wards of glories far above anything 
that the world has to offer, are the 
greatest aids in this resistance of the 
worldly spirit.

ture have more. filth of the flesh and 
_ spirit, more meanness, more selfish- 

ness, more natural depravity, ete., 
than have others, Nevertheless, the 
race is not to the swift, nor the bat- 
tle to the strong; for the Lord’s ar- 
rangement with each member of the 

Royal Priesthood is that he shall be 

judged according to the spirit or in- 

tention, and not according to the 

flesh. From the time of the Chris- 

tian’s consecration to the Lord he is 

reckoned dead as a human being and 

alive as a spirit being. His test 
| or trial is not with a view to sccing 
| whether or not he can do the im- 
| possible thing of living an absolutely 
| perfect lift in an imperfect body. His 
| trial or test, on the contrary, is to see 
to what extent his mind, his will, 
| fights a good fight against his natural 
weaknesses and frailties. ‘‘There is 
none righteous, no, not one.’ All the 
trying in the world could not prove 
this Divine statement an_ incorrect 
one. Righteousness of the will, holi- 
ness of heart, purity of heart, are the 
possibilities; for these God seeke and 
these he will reward in the “First 
Resurrection” by granting perfect 
spirit bodies, in full harmony. with 
their pure hearts, their loyal inten- 
tions and purposes. 

If it is impossible for the New Cren- 
ture to perfect the flesh, what does 
the Apostle mean by urging the saints 
to cleanse themselves from the filth 
of the flesh? He means that we should 
not, as New Creatures, be discouraged 
and say that, because we cannot hope 
to attain perfection in the flesh, there- 
fore we will make no endeavors in 
that direction. He wishes- us to .un- 
derstand that it the Lord’s will that 
we fight against the weaknesses of 
the flesh with a two-fold purpose: 

(1) That we may gradually cleanse 
ourselves — gradually become more 
‘and more what the Lord would have 
us be and what we-should like to be 
ourselves. 

(2) Additionally, this fight against 
sin in the flesh will make us stronger 
and stronger as’ New Creatures, in 
the spirit of our minds. It is this 
firmness, this determination, — this 
positiveness of the New Creature 
against sin and for righteousness that 
God desires. Those who develop it 
are called “overcomers,’’ and all of 
their experiences in these trials and 
battlings against the world, the flash 
and the Adversary, are designed to 
make them “strong in the Lord and 
in the power of his» might.” Their 
experiences are so ordered and di- 
rected as to lead them to more and 
more of faith in God: and obedience 
to him. In order to be acceptable, 
they must reach the place where they 
love righteousness and hate iniquity 
—in-equity. 

The world spirit in the Bible and 
in ordinary language is used in a 
variety of senses. In our text it does 
not signify that the saints, as spirit 
beings, are filthy and need cleansing. 
Quite to the contrary, the New Crea- 
ture, begotten of the spirit, is holy, 
pure. ‘But as the New Creature must 
use the body of flesh until it receives 
the New Body, so it must use the 
brain or mind of the flesh wherewith 
to do its thinking and reasoning, un- 
til that which is perfect shall be at- 
j tained in the ‘First Resurrection.” 
The Apostle’s meaning, therefore, is 
that the saints should not only put 
away filthiness of words and actions, 
and all sympathy with impurity of 
every kind, but that their minds 
(their thoughts) also should be pure. 
should be cleansed of everything not 
fully in sympathy and accord with 
the mind of Christ., Nor are we to 
suppose that this work is purely God’s 
work in us. It is his to forgive the 
sins of the past. It is his to cleanse 
us from all condemnation of the past. 
It is his to cover through Christ all 
of our unintentional blemishes. It ia 
his to encourage by his promises, But 
it is ours to show our loyalty to the 
principles of his Word and character 
by putting away, to the extent of 
our ability, all filthiness of the flesh 
and. spirit.

of the 30 year term supulated 

Agreement is not binding on either 
party until a bylaw is passed by the 
council ratifying it. 

Original Offer 

The original offer of the Edmonton 
Heat and Power Company, made early 
in June, the company agreed to supply 
to the ‘city over 6,000 horse power 
at the rate of $35 per horse power 
per annum, and agreed further to 
hold in reserve 4,000 additional horse 
power which would be supplied to 
the city on re quest at $25 per horse 
power per annum. 

This proposition came before the 
City Commissioners at their regular 
Meeting on June oth, and was allowed 
to stand. In the interval the com- 
pany reduced its price per horse pow- 
er by $15, and increased the amount 
to be supplied to 10,000 horse power 

At the present time the city is using 
about 4,000 horse »ower per annum 
The cost tothe city is approximate- 
ly $240,000 or over $60 per horse pow- 
er.It can be seen that the present 
ofter of the Edmonton Heat and 
Power Company is exactly two-thirds 
less per horse power than the esti- 
mate of the cost to the city under 
the present conditions.

Original Offer 

The original offer of the Edmonton 
Heat and Power Company, made early 
in June, the company agreed to supply 
to the ‘city over 6,000 horse power 
at the rate of $35 per horse power 
per annum, and agreed further. to 
hold in reserve 4,000 additional horse 
power which would be supplied to 
the city on re quest at $25 per horse 
power per annum. 

This proposition came before the 
City Commissioners at their regular 
meeting on June oth, and was allowed 
to stand. In the interval the com- 
pany reduced its price per horse pow- 
er by $15, and increased the amount 
to be supplied to 10,000 horse power 

At the present time the city is using 
about 4,000 horse mower per annum 
The cost tothe city is approximate- 
ly $240,000 or over $60 per horse pow- 
er.lt can be sce that the present 
offer of the Edmonton Heat and 
Power Company is exactly two-thirds 
less per horse power than the esti- 
mate of the cost to the city under 
the present conditions.
